| would like to thank you in behalf of the Robert Pendle- 
ton memorial station W110. For two years | have been try- 
ing to complete a history gap with a news clipping about 
Robert Pendleton. The clipping had no date or newspaper 
name. The article called Byrd ''Commander'' and mentioned 
Carl Petersen, who had written Bob a letter which is now 
lost. Feeling sure that Byrd was an Admiral on the 2nd 
expedition in 1934 and knowing that Petersen was on the Ist 
trip in 1938-39, | scoured the local papers around January, 
1929 with not a trace of the article, real cold. 


However, QCWA NEWS printed my plea for help in the summer 
'84 Issue and several Hams answered. Among these was Amory 
Waite, W2ZK, who served with distinction on the 2nd expe~ 
dition. He didn't know Bob Pendleton, but he had known 
Petersen. Then Al Hansen, WIVY, put me in touch with John 
Dyer, WIBJD, who alsw was prominent In the 2nd expedition. 
John gave me some more technical information and he also 
knew Petersen. 


Knowing that Petersen had made both the Ist and 2nd trips 
| went back to the newspapers and sure enough, there it was, 
January 19, 1934 (*). So, Bob Pendleton contributed two 
radio sets to the same expedition that featured the dramatic 
rescue of Admiral Byrd by John Dyer and Amory Waite. It is 
doubtful if Bobs' sets were used to ''Flash the arrival." 


The amazing thing is that 50 years later the calls of 
contributor W110 and VIPs, W22K and WIBJD, are still active 
‘on the amateur bands, WIIO salutes John Dyer and Amory 
Waite. A salute to QCWA also, for getting us untracked.

VEC AD HOC COMMITTEE REPORT 


To all QCWA Chapters and Members: | was appointed by the 
President of QCWA to serve as chairman of an ad hoc commit- 
tee to study the VEC program, and to determine how QCWA 
could serve. | have made my report to the board and at the 
suggestion of the President, | am making this report to the 
membership: 


Briefly, the FCC proposed that all future licensing of 
radio amateurs will be conducted by amateurs~-the FCC will 
no longer give examinations except on rare occasions. Vol- 
unteer Examination Coordinators (VECs') will be appointed 
in the different FCC districts (basically the 10 call areas 
plus U.S. territories and Alaska and Hawaii). As of this 
writing, there have been VECs appointed in all the call 
areas with exception of a few, and those slots will be 
taken care of soon. The VEC (or VECs because there can be 
more than one for a call area) works with Extra Class ama~ 
teurs in their call areas to give examinations. A minimum 
of three Extra Class amateurs are required to give an exam. 
How can QCWA help in this program? There are many ways. 
However, before making recommendations | feel | should men- 
tion ARRL's role and what Is happening. 


The VEC program was originally instituted at the recom- 
mendation of the ARRL, not the FCC. It is expected that 
the FCC will release rules for the apportionment of the $4 
fee that can be charged by the VEC and examiners to cover 
out of pocket expenses. As stated before, there are sever- 
al VECs already in operation and arranging for examinations 
to be given. The Dayton Amateur Radio Association has al- 
ready given exams in several parts of the 8th call area as 
has the Metroplex Association in the 2nd call area. Our 
hats are off to those organizations who put the welfare of 
amateur radio at the head of their list of priorities. 


HOW WE CAN PARTICIPATE 


The VEC program is an excellent opportunity for QCWA to 
contribute to amateur radio in a powerful and meaningful 
way. We have chapters in just about every area of our 
Country and | am sure that all of them have at least three 
Extra Class amateurs as members. | know that if | were 
just starting out and were taking an exam, | would be aw- 
fully proud to say that | took my examination before the 
Quarter Century Wireless Association! 


The process is fairly simple to set up examinations. Any 
chapter interested in taking part would write to the area 
VEC who would provide the examination information and mat- 
erials. In fact, some chapters may be even interested in 
taking on the role of VEC and QCWA will help in every way 
possible. Momentarily, | expect to receive the names and 
addresses of all current VECs and will forward that infor- 
mation to QCWA Headquarters for inclusion in connection 
with this bulletin.

Price, WHRA, put his signature on the VEC Memorandum of Agreement at the ARRL National Convention in New York City. It 


had already been signed by FCC Managing Director Ed Minkle. 
Bureau Chief, Robert Foosaner, while several hundred amateurs looked on. 


The completed document was then returned to Private Radio

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FCC PROPOSES AMENDING RULES CONCERNING REBROADCASTS OF NON- 
BROADCAST RADIO STATION TRANSMISSIONS (BC Docket 79-47) 


The Commission has proposed amending Parts 73 and 97 of 
its rules concerning radio and television station rebroad- 
casts of messages transmitted by non-broadcasting radio 
stations....in the context of the October, 1983 U. S. Mili- 
tary action in Grenada, questions arose concerning whether, 
and under what circumstances, the rules permitted rebroad~ 
casts of Amateur radio communications. 


Broadcast stations can rebroadcast messages of non-broad- 
cast radio stations, except those in the Personal Radio 
Services, subject to requirements for permission that vary 
with the type of originating station. Amateurs are not 
permitted to engage in any form of broadcasting, but may 
consent to rebroadcast of their messages provided the 
transmissions contain no direct or indirect reference to 
the broadcast. 


The Commission said it now believes that in situations 
involving rebroadcasts of CB and Amateur transmissions it 
is no longer necessary to require broadcasters to obtain 
permission from the originating stations. Therefore, it 
proposed to exempt these rebroadcasts from the requirements 
for prior authorization contained in Section 73.1207(e) (1). 
Comments are invted on this proposal.

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ESS BETWEEN THE WARS — PART XI 


| really thought that ten episodes of these reminiscences 
were enough, but since you have been so kind in asking me 
to carry on (I even had a nice letter from author VE2WW in 
Quebec just today), | will rack my brain one more time. 


This episode is set in 1937 - @ glorious summer which the 
Good Lord gave us sinners on the cliffs of Pembrokeshire 
("Little England beyond Wales") before we were hurled into 
a rather grim war, from which only the luckiest of us re- 
turned, The place was called Flimston Down, and was a 
grass airfield on the very edge of 350-foot cliffs over- 
looking a bird sanctuary, and miles and miles from any town 
or city. The hangars were small "'Basenou'' (wood and canvas) 
WW-I types, and we lived in tents. For some reason the 
latrines stick in my mind (no cracks please), and they con- 
sisted of a long pole, set horizontally over several deep 
holes in the ground. We moved them once a week at the In- 
sistance of our "doctor" (actually a Corporal, Nursing 
Orderly ~ equals Medical Technician - since we were too 
few to have a real doctor) and, upon reflection, he was 
quite right! 


Our task was to fly our four Westland Wapiti biplanes up 
and down the Welsh coast, towing targets some 6000-7000 
feet behind us, for the Army's anti-aircraft batteries to 
practice firing at during their annual two weeks training 
at nearby Practice Camp. The Wapiti was a rugged and re- 
liable aircraft, but not very modern, even for those days; 
in fact, it had apparently been designed to use up as many 
as possible of the vast store of parts which our Government 
had acquired in World War | for the DeHavilland DH9A (the 
"Ninack'! of blessed memory). Mine had ''Ninack'' wings and 
tail but like the others a then-modern 600 HP radia] engine. 
These engines were difficult to start, but dead reliable 
once running. Their only problem was that the "rocker 
boxes"! for the valve gear always leaked oi], and since the 
top cylinder was dead in front of the windshield, one had 
to land looking over the side. Taking off was much better, 
because the windshield was cleaned after each landing. 


The ''Tow Target'' gear was something else. Much of the 
rear cockpit was taken up by a winch with 1.5 miles of steel 
cable on it. Power was supplied by a 3.5 foot diameter 
windmil] which projected into the slipstream, and the “angle 
of attack"! of the windmill could be varied to control brak- 
ing during outlet of the cable, and to control winding-in 
speed when recovering the target. If one was not careful 
and reasonably skilful, this device could neatly amputate 
one's fingers. The unfortunate operating this devilish 
contraption from the rear cockpit was also the wireless Op- 
erator, controling the firing practice, etc. We took it in 
turns to fly our 4-hour stints each day, alternately in the 
front seat and in the rear as target and wireless operator. 
Weather permitting, there were flights each morning and 
afternoon. 


Taking off could be fun, too: the target (a sort of flag, 
some 30 feet long and six feet wide) was stretched out just 
behind the tail, and two stalwart airmen held it upright & 
ran with it as the aircraft accelerated, eventually col lap- 
sing in a gasping heap when the aircraft speed exceeded 
their capability. One then made for the cliff edge (the 
airfield was quite small), and took off over the water, 
usually dropping from 350 to about 200 feet before gaining 
real flying speed. During the subsequent slow climb to 
10,000 feet, the chap in the back let out the target to a 
supposedly safe 6000 feet behind the aircraft, and told the 
gunners to start firing at it. The method of scoring was 
simple, if not highly accurate. As each shell burst near 
the target, he stretched out one arm, fist clenched, and 
announced over the radio (for example) ''Zero two, Zero 
four’. This meant "your last burst was two knuckles away 
(about 200 feet) at four o'clock". No account was taken of 
distance ahead or astern of the target - presumably they 
could see that for themselves. After about 3 1/2 hours of 
this exercise, we began to look anxiously at the fuel guage, 
and decided to return to Base. The target was slowly and 
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KEITH STREET, G3DKS 
carefully wound in to within 10 feet of the tal] on the way 
home, and just after crossing the hedge, a special lever 
was pulled which cut the wire, dropping the target, hope- 
fully just in front of the hangars. If you dropped {t in 
the sea you paid for a new one. 


We always claimed that we could tell when the ''Territor- 
jals" (the local National Guard - "Weekend Warriors'', we 
called them) were in camp, because on their first Monday, 
they usually fired with great enthusiasm at the aircraft 
instead of the target! The first time this happened to me, 
1 observed a shell passing through the port wings of our 
aircraft (fortunately, it missed the fuel tank and went on- 
wards and upwards for another 200-300 feet before bursting). 
! hastily pressed my microphone button and said Jolly good 
shot, but you're supposed to fire at the @*6%$!@ tarqet, 
not the $¢6%*##@ aeroplane!" In reply, a rather high- 
pitched voice came back with "We understand that splinters 
are falling on your aircraft. So sorray, it won't happen 
again Old Boy. Do let us know if you have to jump - and 
point the thing out to sea if you do''. My reply was quite 
unprintable, and we returned to Base for repairs, complet- 
ing the exercise later in another aircraft without incident. 


The radio which we used was a transceiver, a 4 ~ 9 MHz 
voice outfit called the TR9. It used receiving tubes and 
dry batteries for HT (B-plus to you), being intended pri- 
marily for short range voice communication by Fighter Air- 
craft. In spite of our having proved its worth in Singapore 
some 5 years before, (See Part 3 of this series), VHF was 
then still under development at the Royal Aircraft Estab- 
lishment and at the British General Electric Company. This 
work led to the early TR1I133 radio fitted to the Spitfires 
and Hurricanes in time for the Battle of Britain, and later, 
when the US joined the War, to the splendid SCR522 develop- 
ed by Bendix from the GEC plans. Much later, after the two 
meter band was opened, the SCR522 became available in sur- 
plus for just a few dollars, and was used by many Hams as 
their first 2-meter transceiver, Meantime, we were stuck 
with a flea-power HF rig and a dipole antenna (cut to 6 MHz 
frequency) stretched between wingtip and tail. Actually, 
this worked pretty well with our Base Station at the air- 
field, and with the Army people at the Practice Camp, both 
of whom were similarly equipped. 


At the foot of the cliffs flanking the airfield was a 
small but very pretty beach which, in much earlier times 
(about 800 AD) gave access to a small hidden Church (now 
ruined), which had been built by some Monks on a ledge on 
the lower slopes of the cliffs. Christianity was at that 
time not at all popular with the local tribesmen, and its 
few practitioners wisely hid their Churches from view, 
giving access only by sea if at all possible. This beach 
appeared most attractive, but was at first inaccessable to 
us. However, being housed under canvas, we had great sup- 
plies of rope and screw pickets for holding it in position. 
Soon, some intrepid airmen constructed a pathway down the 
cliffs, cutting steps and providing rope handholds. The 
path went down past the old Church and onto the beach: 
daily swimming parties then became the thing, but the brave 
mountaineers who made this possible received in due course 
a doubtful reward - they were the following winter sent to 
the wilds of Scotland to form a Mountain Rescue Team''. 


This beach of course inspired in us visions of shapely 
wenches sitting upon the rocks, and in fact, | asked a 
special girl-friend whom | had found near our former Bomber 
Station in Yorkshire to come down and spend her vacation 
there, having first made arrangements to rent a suitable 
caravan (read, "R.V."') from the nearest large town some 50 
miles away. This was parked in a friendly farmer's field 
at the edge of the airfield, and it then appeared that her 
parents would only let her come (she was 26 at the time) if 
she brought a female chaperone. So she brought another 
lovely girl, who turned out not to be at all the typical 
Victorian Chaperone, and who, upon arrival, made a dead set 
at the very handsome young airman who operated and main- 
tained our simple radio equipment. He was also a Ham and 
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(if they are to be believed) the two of them stayed up very 
late at night working DX on 40 meters CW, on a TR9 which he 
had converted to CW by paralleling the osciilator and modu- 
lator tubes, and adding additional B-batteries. This bud- 
ding romance came to an early end however, because the lady 
decided upon an all-day tanning session at the beach and, 
since it was a very private and secluded beach, no doubt it 
was an all-over tanning session, too. In any event, she be- 
came severely sunburned, retired to the caravan covered i 
oil, and screamed loudly if anyone tried to touch her. 
Meantime, the caravan was fitted with one of our spare 
radios (minus microphone, so that they could not transmit), 
which permitted the Ladies to monitor our progress in the 
alr, and enabled us to order lunch if returning from a 
morning flight, or tea and biscuits if from an afternoon 
sortie. Altogether, an idyllic summer!

MODERN AVIATION ELECTRONICS, Albert Helfrik, (QCWA 
16,263), Prentice-Hall, Englewood Cliffs, NJ:, 1984, 
310 pp., Glossary of aeronautical acronyms, index, 
illustrations. 


Modern Aviation Electronics, from the author's foreword 
was intended as "a text for advanced students in tech- 
nical and community colleges. in aviation electron- 
ics." It appears that it adequately satisfies just 
such a need. Other than the usual introductory chap- 
ter, Mr. Helfrik has divided the book into chapters 
related to the function of the equipment. What we 
might not expect is a whole chapter (2) on frequency 
synthesizers. The author reasons that because synthe- 
sizers are used so extensively in aircraft electronics, 
a good understanding of this element of the art is 
essential and seeks to establish it before proceeding 
to the individual pieces of equipment. 


The introductory chapter includes a series of state- 
ments of the problems related to flight--especially 
blind flylng--and a history of the development of in- 
Strumentation to solve each, As early as the third 
paragraph of the book the physics proving that flying 
"by the seat of your pants!’ with no visible horizon 
will not work is explained and hence the development 
of the artificial horizon. 


The application of the instruments is told in narra- 
tive form wherein a description of a hypothetical 
flight, stage-by-stage, is given. The sequence in 
which each action is taken, the reason why and which 
instruments are employed is set out in clear, under- 
standable language. Included is a short section on 
regulations and standardization and a number of sec~ 
tions on government (both U.S. and foreign) agencies 
with emphasis on the function and scope of each. 


As Indicated earlier, chapter 2 is devoted to frequen- 
cy synthesizers. Various configurations of elements 
to synthesize the numerous frequencies required to- 
gether with some of the advantages, disadvantages and 
difficulties associated are listed and discussed. A 
separation of method between the various frequency 
bands is observed. 


Perhaps most familiar to radio amateurs is chapter 3 
on communications equipment. Detailed examination of 
the requirements and construction of the various com- 
munications schemes are given. It is interesting to 
note the similarities and differences between aircraft 
and amateur equipment. For starters, the reader is 
given a chart showing assigned frequencies for the 
various communications services (highly specialized). 
This Is followed by block diagrams for several ap- 
proaches to transceivers and other transmitters. Con- 
siderable attention is paid to various modulation 
techniques. (Here, | will have to take the author's 
word that these are the techniques used in the field). 
Field testing and servicing are included. Test equip- 
ment and antenna couplers are described.

error. LORAN is given an exhaustive treatment as is 
OMEGA. 


Chapter 5 is devoted to VHF navigations systems, very 
high frequency omni range and chapter 6 to rho-theta 
systems (same thing different coordinate system). 
These, of course, involve distance-measuring devices. 
The author gives descriptions of the hardware. Also 
covered are navigation computers and TACAN (short 
distance rhotheta). 


Chapter 7 covers landing systems. Detailing here is 
comparable to that of previous chapters. The three 
information elements (left-right off-course indication, 
glide-slope adherence and distance to touch-down are 
explained and illustrated together with some of the 
equipment involved. The possibilities and hazards of 
back-course approaches and microwave landing systems 
are included. 


Chapter 8 on surveillance systems quite naturally deals 
extensively with RADAR in its numerous forms. A sec~ 
tion each is devoted to transponders, RADAR altimeters 
and weather RADAR. Both operational features and hard- 
ware are covered. 


The final chapter, number 9, deals with indicating in- 
struments from which the aircraft Flight personnel 
read the information gathered by the various systems. 
These instruments are so numerous and varied that in- 
dividual treatment would be beyond the scope of this 
review. There are 76 pages devoted to these devices. 


GENERAL COMMENTARY. The book is well and clearly 
written. The material is presented in a logical se- 
quence. No ambiguities were observed. | will have to 
take the author's word on many of the technicalities, 
but the reasoning seemed sound enough. Errors? Well 
it appears to me that the waveforms and loop orlenta~ 
tions on page 94 have been displaced 90°. On page 239, 
the fifth line above the lower illustration should 
212 = 4096, not 1212 = 4096. There may be other 
errors, but these are very small things indeed and do 
not detract from the value of the book at all. 


In my judgement, Mr. Helfrik has made a valuable con- 
tribution to one area of education.
